USEFUL SUGGESTIONS. 


T W O S A T D O W N .

G r e a se 
S po t s

P a p e r.—Grease 
spots may be removed from paper by 
applying a little powdered pipe clay, on 
which place a sheet of paper, then use a 
hot iron. 
Remove the adhering powder 
with a piece of India-rubbor. 
Scorched Linen.—Peel and slice two 
onions, extract the juice by pounding 
and squeezing; cut up half an ounce of 
fine white soap and add to the juice; 
two ounces of fuller’s earth and a half 
pint of vinegar ; l»oil all together ; when 
cool spread over the scorched linen and 
let it dry on it; then wash and boil out 
the linen and tho spots will disappear, 
unless burned so badly as to break the 
threads. 


W h e n 
to C u t T im b e r. - - July and 
August are the best months for cutting 
timber, that it may bo the most durable. 
The growth of the year is then well-nigh 
over, and if the trees are allowed to lie 
until the green foliage dries upon them, 
the greater portion of the sap is thereby 
withdrawn from tho wood, and the seas­ 
oning is rapid and perfect Cut in mid­ 
summer, insects are much less liable to 
attack the wood, which is an important 
point with some kinds of timber, like 
hickory. 
Damp Walls.—Au exchange says : 
44 Moisture may be kept from a brick 
wall by dissolving three-quarters of a 
pound of mottled soap in one gallon of 
In ii ling water and spreading the hot so­ 
lution steadily with a largo flat brush 
over the surface of the brick work, tak­ 
ing care that it does not lather. This is 
to be allowed to dry for twenty-four 
hours, when a solution formed of a 
quarter of a pound of alum dissolved in 
two gallons of water is to be applied in 
a similar maimer over tho coating of 
soap. The soap and alum mutually dc- 
eonqjose each other and form an insolu­ 
ble varnish which rain is unable to pen­ 
etrate. The operation should be i n ­ 
formed in dry, settled weather.” 


R e st o r in g 
F a d e d 
F lo w er s. —The 
majority of flowers begin to wither after 
I King kept in water for twenty-four 
hours. 
A few may lie revived by giving 
thorn fresh water w ith a pinch of salt­ 
peter iii it; and even quite withered 
flow ers can I to restored by placing them 
iii a cup of boiling water deep enough to 
cover at least one-third of the stems. 
When the water has cooled the flowers 
should lie bright and erect again. They 
may now be inserted in fresh cold water, 
after having shortened their stems by 
about an inch, 
Tliin-petaled, white 
and liglit-huod flowers, however, do not 
revive so completely under this treat­ 
ment as deep-liued, thick-pctaled blos­ 
soms. 


U n in f l a m m a b l e W o o d .—Prof. Ked- 
zie, of the Agricultural College of Mich­ 
igan, an expert chemist, says that a 
paint or wash made of skim milk, thor­ 
oughly skimmed, and w ater brine, w ill 
render wood uninflammable, and he 
proved it by experiment. 
He says this 
paint or whitewash is durable, very 
cheap, impervious to water, of agree­ 
able color, and, as it w ill prevent wood 
from biking fire, he urges its use, par­ 
ticularly on roofs, out-buildings, bams, 
etc. 
This can easily be tried, and, if 
found to answer, the knowledge will be 
very useful. There is many a building, 
as well as wooden fixtures near boilers 
and fire-places, where the mixture could 
be well applied. 
A C h e a p P a in t.—-For some years, 
says Prof. Knapp, we have been looking 
for a cheap paint that would answer all 
the purposes of our expensive leads and 
oils, aud one the fanner could use on 
fences ami cheap outbuildings, one that 
w ould answ er both for outside and inside 
work ; also, one that would work well 
on rough surfaces. 
After many experi­ 
ments w ith lime and other material, the 
following exactly tills the requirements: 
Good cement—tim best builders’ cement 
will answer—four parts, iron paint one 
part, salt one-tenth, mix well, thin with 
skim mill: and apply with a whitewash 
brush. Convenience of spreading must 
determine the thickness of it. 
It i»cne- 
trates the pores, and, when dry, adheres 
firmly to the wood. 
It does nut rub nor 
wash, and performs all the offices of a 
first class paint at one-twentieth of the 
cost for material. 
Few things mid more 
to the neatness of a farm than well-con­ 
structed and painted outbuildings. 
We 
commend this mixture to those desirous 
of a good paint.

WILLIAM C. LOWBER. 
Mr. William C. Lowber, one of the old 
residents of Janesville, and one of the 
best known men in the city, died this 
morning about two o’clock, at his real* 
dence on Locust street iu the Fourth 
ward. His death was not unexpected. 
For a long time lie had been in a feeble 
condition, and since last Septemlier had 
not I icon out of the house, and for the 
past two months was unable to leave his 
bed. 
Old 
age 
and 
a 
general 
breaking down of the system were 
the 
immediate 
causes 
of 
his 
death. He suffered little or no pain, and 
quietly passed away, having seen more 
than fourscore years of the struggles and 
triumphs of life. 
Mr. Lowber was born in Philadelphia, 
in 1790, and at the age of two years went 
to New York city where his parents re­ 
moved, aud where Ins father established 
the first tannery in the metropolis. At 
ttie age of 19 Mr. Lowber obtained a posi 
tion on the “Morning Courier and New 
York Enquirer,” a 
powerful political 
journal nuder the editorial management 
of that famous journalist—General James 
Watson Webb, lie remained about 20 
years on the Coiirier-Enquirer, chielly 
doing the business of gathering news for 
tho paper, especially foreign news, for 
which there was a great strife in those 
days amoug the New Y’ork newspapers, 
more particularly between the Herald, 
under the elder Bennett, and the Courier 
Enquirer, under tho masterly manage­ 
ment of James Watson Webb. Mr. Low 
ber organized a company of seven men 
aud having a schooner under their con 
trol, would go down the bay to meet ships 
from foreign parts,from which they woul 
receive the latest news from papers 
and other sources. Mr. Lowber was cap 
tain of this band of uews-hunters, anc 
upon him was imposed the duty of writ 
iug up tho latest foreign intelligence for 
the Courier-Euquirer. Sometimes lie am 
his baud would be gone a week search 
ing for vessels from various countries 
aud he never returned to the city without 
a large amount of news ready for the 
compositors, and winch made the paper al; 
that time one of the most widely read in 
New York.

19 years, when lie confined his search for 
foreign intelligence to the quarantine, 
where lie would Inward Die ships, col­ 
lect the news, return to the city in haste, 
and by this system, and his laptd style of 
writing aud ludifatigable industry ami 
boundless courage, the Conrier-Enquirer 
was about Hie first paper in the city to 
print the last foreign news.
